Acting under the instructions of the Revolutionary Government of Cuba 
I have the honour to reproduce telow the text of the Declaration made by 
our Prime Minister in fece of the eggressiors committed last night: 

At 11.30 p.m. the coastal zone of the city of Havana was attacked by 
armed vessels that fired a number of shells of .2C calibre. 

The attacking vessels, protected by the darkness cf the night, 
approached to within ahout one kilometre of the coast and opened fire 
ageinst the buildings in the first street of the Miramar Quarter. In that 
zone there are many hostels that shelter scholarship students, the buildings 
of the ICAP Hotel and the Chaplin Theatre, and a number of houses in which 
“families with women and children are resident received many shots fron 
armour-piercing and explosive bullets, thus endangering the lives of the 
residents. | | |
